Monday  derived  its  name  from  the 
Idol  of  the  Moo7i,  which  was  represent- 
ed by  the  figure  of  a  woman  clothed  in  a 
short  coat  and  hood,  and  from  the  folds 
of  the  latter  projected  two  long  ears, 
something  gimilar  to  those  of  a  mule  or  a 
horse  in  appearance.  The  figure  of  the 
moon  was  held  in  her  right  hand,  and 
the  day  upon  which  it  was  worshipped 
was  then  callel  Moons  Due;/,  from 
which  we  derive  the  name  of  Monday. 

Tuesday  received  its  naiuo  from  the 
Idol  of  Quisco,  which  was  deified  as 
the  ruier  of  the  Teutonic  race — after- 
ward regarded  as  the  Son  of  Eartli.  He 
wad  represented  by  the  figure  of  an  old 
decrepit  sage,  mounted  upon  a  pedestal, 
garbed  in  unifjue  garments  made  from 
the  skins  of  wild  animals,  aiul  holding  a 
ponderous  sceptro  in  his  right  hand. 
History  describes  his  visage  as  having 
been  remarkably  prufotnd,   with  a  long,
